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STORM SUPERSTITIONS 


An Acrolite Fires a Village and Wipes 
it Out of Existence 


The recent terrific storms which 
swept over Spain has yielded a large 
crop of weird stories. ~Here is one 
which has just been received. 

The village of Alcocer, near Valen- 
cia, has been practically wiped out 
and the surrounding country ravaged 
by an acrolite of great size. 

Shortly after noon there dropped 
from a cloudless sky a great ball of 
fire. A deafening ecries of detona- 
tions like a thourand rifle shots re 
sounded through the atmosphere, and 
acattering tongues of flame in all dl- 
rections, the !.eavy mass buried itself 
in the earth. 

The surrounding country was set 
on fire, and within an hour nothing 
but blackened masses of smouldering 
cinders remained of farmhouses. hay- 
lofts and guthered crops of hay, wheat 
and olives. 

The whole population of Alcocer was 
at the moment attending a requiem 
service in the church, some two miles 
distant. But for that circumstance 
the loss of life would have been ter- 
rible. As it was five persons were 
seriously burnt, one of them succumb- 
ing to his injuries the sam. evening. 

At the moment the aerolite fell at 
Alcocer a terrific thunderstorm, which 
was accompanied by a rain of stones, 
some the size of «ranges and weighing 
nearly two pounds, burst over the 
neighboring villages « Benavites and 
Cuartil. 

The ground wis covered in places 
tu a depth of five inches by these 
stones. A pungent odor of sulphur 
pervaded the locality for hours after 
the phenomenon.

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS, 


Tue sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available Do- 
minion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta. The applicant must appear 
in pergon at the Dominion Lands Agency 
or Sub-Apgency for the District. Entry 
by proxy may be made at the office of 
any Local Agent of Dominion Lands 
(not sub-agent), on certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his hhomesteas! ona 
farm of at least 80 acre3, on certain con- 
ditions, A habitable house is required 
in every case, except when residence ix 
petformed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3 per acre. Duties—Six months resi- 
dence in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry “(including the time re- 
quired to earn homestead patent) and 50 
acres extra ciMtivation, The area of 
cultivation is subject to reduction in case 
of rough, serubby or stony land after 
report by Homestead Inspector on appli- 
cation for patent. 

A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a 
pre-emption may take a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts, Price $3 per 
acre. Duties - Must reside six months 
in each of three years, cultivate 50 acres 
and erect a house worth $300.
